12-cent hike per gallon, OK'd by Legislature, will 
go toward road repairs; some bidding for repeal

OAKLAND » Beginning Wednes- 
day, drivers across California can 
expect to pay an extra 12 cents per 
gallon for gasoline at the pump, 
and an extra 20 cents per gallon 
for diesel. 

The new gas tax, approved by 
the Legislature and signed by the 
governor in April, is expected to 
raise roughly $5.4 billion annually 
over the next decade. About half 


of the money will go to the state 
to improve highways, bridges and 
culverts. The other half will go to 
cities, counties and transit agen- 
cies for local street and road re- 
pairs, and improving public tran- 
sit options. 

But, there’s also some money in 
the bill for congestion relief, bi- 
cycle and pedestrian infrastruc- 
ture and transportation research, 
workforce training and planning 
efforts.

NEW YORK » A man in a rented 
pickup truck mowed down pedes- 
trians and cyclists along a busy 
bike path near the World Trade 
Center memorial on Tuesday, kill- 
ing at least eight and seriously in- 
juring 11 in what the mayor called 
“a particularly cowardly act of 
terror.” 

The driver was shot in the ab- 
domen by police after jumping out 
of the truck with what turned out 
to be a fake gun in each hand and 
shouting what witnesses said was 
“Allahu Akbar,” Arabic for “God is 
great,” authorities said. The man 
underwent surgery and was ex- 
pected to survive. 

Officials who were not autho- 
rized to discuss the investigation 
and spoke on the condition of an- 
onymity identified the attacker as
